"The kinds of-business that we are

performing a public service, and are 
compelled to. ma'ke use of the streets, 
which arc 'public property," Professor 
Commons .writes. "If their owners are 
private companies the> are compelled 
to get their franchises and all privi- 
leges of doing business and all terms 
and conditions of service, from the 
municipal authorities. And in carry- 
ing out their cbritract with the munici- 
pality they aie dealing continually 
with municipal officials. Consequently 
it is absurd to', assume that private 
ownership is noil-political.
